This proposed Federal Standard draft dated May 9, 1968, prepared by the 
General Services Administration, Federal Supply Service, Standardization 
Division, Washington, D. C. 20li0?, has not been approved for promulgation 
and is subject to modification. DO NOT USE FOR PROCUREMENT PURPOSES. 

51. PURPOSE AND SCOPE, This standard establishes 18 items of file folders, which have been 
adopted to achieve the highest degree of uniformity and standardization for the Federal Supply- 
Service . 

52. APPLICATION. Purchases from commercial sources under UU-F-001206, of the issue in effect 
on the date of invitation for bids, shall be limited to the items specified herein. Existing 
Government stocks of nonstandard file folders shall continue to be utilized until exhausted. In 
those cases where the Federal standard eliminates supply items, and the items eliminated are under 
contract, if the contract cannot be negotiated or amended to conform to the standard items, the 
Federal Standard becomes mandatory at the contract expiration date.
